Several methods can be applied. Wrap the 
tree trunks with tall Reed-grass or Corn 
stalks; and coat the outside of the wrap- 
ping with old crank-case oil.

Or white-wash the tree trunks with dry 
lime: sulphur at the rate of five tablespoon- 
fuls per gallon of water.

PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


After receiving a shipment, put roots in cold water for a few hours. 


Before taking the 


seedlings out for planting, dip the roots in a paste of thin mud, which protects the roots 


from the sun and wind while planting. 


Plant seedlings about 1 inch deeper than grown in 


the nursery. Water well right after planting. Cultivate the soil for the first year, to keep 


the weeds down. 
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The corn-cultivator will do the work.

GROWING STRAIGHT TREES FROM SEEDLINGS 


At planting time seedlings can be cut back to most any height. 
A straw-mulch is not recommended. 


Cultivate for the first 
Early in the spring of the second 


year cut the seedlings off close to the ground. As the new growth comes up, there will be 
several branches from each cut. When they are the length of a pencil, cut out all sprouts 


with the knife or pruning shear, except one. 


This one sprout will make a straight tall 


stem in one year, and will be the foundation for a straight, upright tree, requiring practi- 


cally no further care in the years to come.

PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


All shade trees should be planted from 2 to 
4 inches deeper than grown before in the 
nursery, depending on the sizes vou plant. 
The ends of. all roots should be cut smooth 
just before planting. Use only topsoil with- 
out fertilizer to fill in around the roots. 
Water heavy at planting time, and for the 
first summer the soil around the tree can 
be kept an inch or so lower, in order to 
apply water at intervals of 10 days during 
dry weather. When you water a young 
shade tree, soak the soil up thoroughly. 


The top branches of a newly planted tree 
can be cut back. On all Softwood trees, 
such. as Elms, Soft Maple and Poplars, cut 
the limbs hack to 6 inches from the main 
stem. On hardwood trees little pruning is 
necessary, except to shape up the crown to

Gooseberries and Currants should have a 
little shade. Pruning of Currants is recom- 
mended for old plants only, removing the 
oldest wood. This is done in early spring. 
Gooseberries should be pruned every sum- 
mer. When the berries are ripe, cut out 
the bearing canes entirely, this makes room 
for the new wood which bears the follow- 
ing year. Spray with Arsenate of Lead as 
soon as the leaf-worms appear.
